Floyd B. Olson today started a cam ­ 
paign to raise $1,000,000 for rural un­ 
employment relief. 
A fter going over the results of an 
unemployment survey which included 
every county in Minnesota, the gover­ 
nor named Frank T. Heffelflnger, Min­ 
neapolis grain man, to organize a com­ 
m ittee of IOO citizens who will raise 
and adm inister the relief funds. 
The committee will start 
with 
a 
nucleus of $50,000 estim ated receipts 
from the Minnesota-Ohio State foot­ 
ball game Saturday. Heffelflnger, who 
is in Boston, wired his acceptance of 
the post. 
The committee will adm inister re­ 
lief wholly outside Minneapolis, St. 
Paul and Duluth, which have report­ 
ed themselves able to take care of 
their own relief problems. 
"The job of feeding, sheltering and 
clothing the needy in the state will be 
put ahead of all state business this 
winter.” Olson >aid. "The relief com­ 
mittee will have full power to call on 
any state departm ent for assistance 
In 
investigating 
my 
adm inistrative 
work.” 
The relief com m ittee will be organ­ 
ized into local groups in various parts 
of the state and their work will be 
on a voluntary basis. 
The industrial commission's report 
lists 137,387 urban unemployed with 
more than 18,000 of these In 228 com­ 
munities th at are 
entirely 
without 
means to care for them . 
Although the commission made no 
direct survey of farm unemployed, it 
wrote to county boards of the 87 coun­ 
ties and received 81 replies. Only one 
county repotted Itself in "good shape.'* 
Twenty-four county boards said that 
some farm ers in their counties would 
be unable to clothe and feed them ­ 
selves this winter without outside aid.

Canada’s alleged failure to keep faith with the United States in t h e 
lim ited hunting season was first brought to light by Saunders Norvetl, staff 
w riter of "H ardw are Age,” national publication of the hardw are industry. 
President H erbert Hoover’s proclam ation lim iting the duck hunting season was 
based on s purported pledge by Canadian officials that they would proclaim a 
sim ilar limited season. 
“It Is too bad that this situation has arisen," E verett B. Sherman, presi­ 
dent of the Hennepin County 8portsm en’s Club, said. "It will be harder to get 
co-operation of American hunters in the future as a result of this. We were 
willing to sacrifice our shooting to help out a serious situation and expected 
others to do likewise. 
“Nearly every Minnesota sportsm an agrees that Canada did not willingly 
enter into the agreem ent on a lim ited season, so it really Is not surprising that 
the dominion did not keep faith.”

We have 
never hunted for gold, and we never shall—nor would we know 
how to do it if we tried. 
But simply to know that men are wan­ 
dering along empty mountain canyons, far away, looking for the 
magic metal, is somehow good for us. 
We have to take our adventures by proxy, these days. 
No 
new* gold strike, not even the most fabulous, could tear us away 
from the daily routine. 
Our horizons will always be just about 
what they are now. 
But we have dreams; we have imaginations 
und the prospectors who tramp the western and northern wilder­ 
nesses are taking us with them, without knowing it. 
As long as 
they can go—as long as there is still gold to he found, and lonely 
country to provide adventure 
we do not feel our imprisonment. 
That is why Stories about gold-seekers, explorers and the 
like will always have a sure appeal. 
Our own hopes died when wo 
went into our ’teens and realized sadly that we Would never lie- 
come pirates or soldiers of fortune or bearded prospectors; but so 
long as other men can become those* things we don’t mind quite so 
much. 
We don't get far from home, and we don’t have high ad­ 
venture. 
But somewhere, far away, the golden d<M>r is still open, 
ii only a little, 
We can tell ourselves that we could if we would. 
That is enough.

CLANNISH SOLDIERS - 
An American newspaperwoman* recently returned from 
China, pointed out the other day that the* American soldiers sta­ 
tioned at Tientsin spend a good deal of their spare time in fisti­ 
cuffs with the English soldiers who are stationed there; and the 
(act leads one to meditate anew on the strange and seemingly-ir­ 
rational emotions that live in the heart of the soldier. 
Offhand - if one didn’t know them—one would imagine that 
a little handful of American soldiers in a foreign land would wel­ 
come the presence of other soldiers who speak their language. Blit 
they don’t. 
They never did, and probably they never will. 
They 
feel that antagonism, not lttitau.se they are Americans* but 1m*< a use 
they are soldiers, and no one will ever understand military things 
unless he understands that universal, jealous bit of elan feeling. 
The soldier gives his loyalty chiefly to a fairly small unit. 
He has his patriotism, QI course; but it is his own organization— 
his battalion, his regiment, or very rarely his brigade or division 
—that stands first in his heart. 
It is his world. 
He understands 
it, and everyone from the outside is strange and probably up to no 
good. 
This feeling is a priceless asset to his commander. 
It is 
the "esprit de corps' that the French speak of; the feeling of 
solidarity and unity that welds a group of individuals into a solid 
mass aud that accounts, far more than lofty sentiments about the 
fatherland, for most of the bright deeds in military history. 
But it does lead to a lot of ill-feeling behind the lines. 
American and British soldiers in China, who may be standing 
shoulder to shoulder liehind the barricades any day, if things go 
wrong, spend their spare time belaboring one another; and that is 
the way soldiers have always acted, from the beginning of war­ 
fare. 
The well-drilled soldier w ill fight to the death against the 
enemy of course. 
Blit he reserves his private bitterness for his 
allies, or b>r the regiment next in lint*. 
Soldiers are a clannish lot.

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LURE OF ADVENTURE— 
The gold prospector is hitting1 the trail again. 
In such 
famous old-time fields as those of South Dakota, California, Mon­ 
tana and the Yukon men are getting busy once more, panning the 
sand of lonely streams and repeating, in miniature, the scenes of 
the great gold rush days. 
. 
This, it seems, is not due to any new discoveries, but simply 
to the depression. 
Cold will buy more than it would a few years 
ago. 
The prospector who gets an ounce of fine dust can buy more 
supplies, equipment and luxuries with it than he could formerly. 
None of these prospectors is getting rich. 
But a great 
many of them are making a comfortable living, and abandoned 
gold fields are looking lively. 
Indeed, in certain parts of Canada 
so many unemployed men from the cities are trying to turn pros­ 
pector that the mounted police are beginning to shoo them back, 
fearing that winter will bring too many hardships to ill-equipped 
and inexperienced gold-hunters. 
Now there isn’t any especial reason why we stay-at-homes 
should be glad to hear about this revival of prospecting. 
We have 
never hunted for gold, and we; never shall— nor would we know 
how to do it if we tried. 
But simply to know that men are wan 
dering along empty mountain canyons, far away, looking for the 
magic metal, is somehow good for us. 
We have to take our adventures by proxy, these days. 
No 
new gold strike, not even the most fabulous, could tear us away 
from the daily routine. 
Our horizons will always be just about 
what they are now. 
But we have dreams; we have imagination; 
and the prospectors who tramp the western and northern wilder­ 
nesses are taking us with them, without knowing it. 
As long as 
they can go—as long as there is still gold to be found, and lonely 
country to provide adventure— we do not feel our imprisonment. 
That is why stories about gold-seekers, explorers and the 
like will always have a sure appeal. 
Our own hopes died when we 
went into our ’teens and realized sadly that we would never be­ 
come pirates or soldiers of fortune or bearded prospectors; but so 
long as other men can become those tilings we don’t mind quite so 
much. 
We don’t get far from home, and we don’t have high a d ­ 
ventures. 
But somewhere, far away, the golden door is still open, 
if only a little. 
We can tell ourselves that we could if we would. 
That is enough.

CLANNISH SOLDIERS- 
An American newspaperwoman, recently returned from 
China, pointed out the other day thai the American soldiers sta­ 
tio n e d at Tientsin spend a good deal of their spare time in fisti­ 
cuffs with the English soldiers who are stationed there; and the 
fact leads one to meditate anew on the strange and seem ingly-ir­ 
rational emotions that live in the heart of the soldier. 
Offhand— if one didn’t know them— one would imagine that 
a little handful of American soldiers in a foreign land would wel­ 
come the presence of other soldiers who speak their language. But 
they don’t. 
They never did, and probably they never will. 
They 
feel that antagonism, not because they arc Americans, blit because 
they are soldiers, and no one will ever understand military things 
unless he understands that universal, .jealous bit of clan feeling. 
The soldier gives Ii is loyalty chiefly to a fairly small unit. 
He has his patriotism, of course; but it is bis own organization— 
his battalion, his regiment, or very rarely his brigade or division 
— that stands first in his heart. 
II is his world. 
IB* understands 
it, and everyone from the outside is strange and probably up to no 
good. 
This feeling is a priceless asset to his commander. 
It is 
tin' “esprit de corps” that the French speak of; the feeling of 
solidarity and unity that welds a group of individuals into a solid 
mass and that accounts, far more than lofty sentiments about the 
fatherland, for most of the bright deeds in military history. 
But it does lead to a lot of ill-feeling behind the lines. 
American aud British soldiers in China, who may be standing 
shoulder to shoulder behind the barricades any day, if things go 
wrong, spend their spare time belaboring one another; and that is 
the way soldiers have always acted, I rom the beginning of war­ 
fare. 
The well-drilled soldier will light to the death against the 
enemy of course. 
But he reserves his private bitterness for his 
allies, or for the regiment next in line. 
Soldiers are a clannish lot.

A writer in a New ’I ork newspaper pointed out not long 
ago that Daniel Defoe s great book, “Robinson Crusoe,” was really 
a somewhat imaginative biography of a real person, Alexander 
Selkirk, who was marooned on the lonely isle of Juan Fernandez 
in 1704; and this tact, somehow, seems to tie in with the current 
vogue for lictiomzed biographies, 
The lictionized biography is ordinarily something of a mess. 
Its writer undertakes to present, not only the actions and career 
of an histrical personage, but also his bidden thoughts and mo­ 
tives; and the result, generally, is a curious hybrid that is neither 
honest biagraphy nor forthright fiction. 
But Defoe, attempting precisely the same thing, produced 
a masterpiece. 
It proves, perhaps, that the form in which a 
writer casts his work matters not at all— if only the writer him­ 
self is a genius.

The report of th# hotness and cm 
ploym ent com m ittee analyzes condi­ 
t i o n s produ< mg instability in business 
and in em ploym ent, and dwells upon 
m eans for preventing the excesses in 
business activities w hich bring gen­ 
eral reversals and depression, The re­ 
port proposes m eans under th e a n ti­ 
tru st laws for prom oting such s t a b i l ­ 
ization of business activity as is in the 
general public ta ttie s t, the settin g up 
by business itself of a national eco­ 
nom ic council to ald ail fields or busi­ 
ness in their planning, establishm ent 
of privately sustained system s of u n ­ 
em ploym ent and other benefits based 
upon definite reserve* previously es­ 
tablished, and o th e r m easures upon 
w hich the m em bership will vote.
